ORGANIZED CAMPAIGNING. 


During the past year we have written much on 
“organization” as the secret of suecess in the raising 
of funds. The recent campaign for $100,000,000 for 
Red Cross work among ours and our allies’ soldiers 
furnishes new evidence of this. If the Knights of 
Columbus will pursue the same campaign methods for 
the raising of their $1,000,000 fund, it will be greatly 
over-subscribed. Two weeks ago, when our local 
Council of the Knights of Columbus received word 
that its membership was assessed $502, and that, in 
addition, $250 would be expected from those Catholies 
of our city who are not Knights, the officers of the 
Council wondered how it could be done. They felt that 
this campaign, following so closely upon the big fund- 
raising feat of the Red Cross, to which the Catholics 
here had been generous contributors, would work a 
severe hardship. However, a committee was a 
pointed to devise ways and means of raising the e 
‘money, and in one evening gathered two-thirds of the 
amount among less than one-third of the Catholic 
families. 

At our committee meeting it was was decided not 
to begin soliciting until a word of explanation were 

iven and a strong appeal made from the pulpit of 
oth Catholic churches here. This was done on Sun- 
day, and a mass meeting of the men of both parishes 
was. called for Monday evening. In the meantime six 
‘men, who were free to select others to assist them, 
called on people who were most likely to donate well. 


~ 


=... Then at the mass meeting, these men either announced 


the amount of their contribution in person, or the 
chairman announced the same for them; following 
this, everyone present in the assemblage (about one- 
third of the male members of the two parishes) volun- 
teered a donation. Over-subscription is certain if 
those who remain to be seen by members of the com- 
mittee give in less than one-half the same proportion. 


The priests of the country will gladly lend their 
encouragement to this movement fathered by the 
Knights of Columbus,’ because all Catholic soldiers, 
whether they be Knights or not, will be beneficiaries 
of the invaluable assistance for which the fund is 
being raised, At the different cantonments, which the 

overnment has planned to establish, from 40,000 to 
000 men will be assembled, These soldiers will be 
free to leave the camp every evening and every Satur- 
day afternoon. Unless healthful and up-lifting enter- 
tainment be afforded them on the grounds, they will 
seek pleasure and amusement elsewhere, and thous- 
ands will choose pleasure of a degrading and demoral- 
izing kind, as members of the National Guard did dur- 
ing our recent border trouble. If Catholics consti- 
tuted only one-fifth of the total at each camp, there 
would be from 8,000 to 10,000 of them. The recrea- 
tional centers, which the Knights of Columbus con- 
template to erect, would keep most. Catholies within 
the boundaries of the army city; they would be fur- 
nished with an abundance of good reading, with 
music, moving pictures, with lectures, and the build- 
ings would be equipped with all ee requirements for a 
fitting celebration of the Holy Sacrifice of the Mass. 
The Knights also expect to pay from this fund for the 
maintenance of the volunteer chaplains, for the sup- 
port of whom there is no provision made by the War 
epartment itself. The expense of furnishing Catho- 
lie chaplains and soldiers at the front with what is 
necessary for the administration of the Sacraments, 
etc., would be likewise met with the money raised. 


There should be no envy of the Knights of Colum- 
bus on the part of any other Catholic organization. 
Some organization within the Church must take the 
lead, and it was most natural that the largest and most 
influential body of men should do so, and that it should 
be officially recognized by the President of the United 
States to do for Catholics what the Y. M. C. A. pur- 
poses to do for non-Catholics; and since there are 
18,000,000 Catholics in this country, they should not 
permit the 350,000 Knights of Columbus to shoulder 
the whole, burden. 


Those who have not hitherto endorsed this laud- 
able project of the Knights of Columbus have not 
sufficiently reflected on its merits.

THE SUPERSTITION OF SUPERSTITIONS. 


From the ancient idolatry, which frankly worshipped 
stock and stone, to the modern paganism with its fetishes of a 
materialistic science, a rationalistic philosophy and a religion 
without a personal God, there is not a far ery. 

Of the two kinds of paganism, the older is at least the 
more conformable to human intelligence. Basely superstitious 
though it was, it yet implied a lesser degree of opposition and 
violence to reason. However false, it still acknowledged some 
form of Divinity. | 

It is the fool only, whatever titles or university degrees 
the world may give him, who hath said in his heart, as the 
Scripture tells us, that there is no God. In his intellect no man 
can permanently maintain so patent an absurdity. 

To worship the opinion of such men and to bow down be- 
fore their conclusions, deduced, it is unscientifically claimed, 
from scientific facts or philosophic principles, is the super- 
stition of superstitions peculiar to the modern paganism. 
True science and true philosophy are no more materialistic or 
rationalistic than true religion. 

For the man who will properly make use of his God-given 
intelligence, the merest violet is a school of wisdom teaching 
greater and profounder truths than are contained in all the 
libraries of atheism. 

Its seauty betokens a Creator Artist. Its perfume be- 
speaks a Master Chemist. Its tiny seed, that wondrous casket 
of life, encasing in its shell a world of bloom and odor for 
which only an intelligent Creator could haye made provision 
in His unsearchable Wisdom and far-reaching Power, becomes 
a final and unanswerable refutation of all the arguments of 
incredulity. 

Science can no more fashion a flower than it can create a 
star. Much less can blind chance or mere evolution without 
an intelligent First Cause produce them: -God has set His

KEEPING TRACK OF THE CATHOLIC SOLDIERS 
THROUGH THE SODALITY. 
f, Gmerenneannnen 

Under the heading “The Sodality for Soldiers,” we recalled the simple 

but practical method described in “The Queen’s Work” to organize the 
Catholics in our new regiments along the lines of the Sodality. Briefly, 
the plan consisted in choosing one energetic head or prefect for each regi- 
ment, letting him appoint one reliable consultor from among the men of 
each company, and through these consultors get in touch with every 
Catholic in the company. In this simple manner information as regards 
the time of Mass, encouragement to attend the Sacraments, and every 
other good influence can be communicated to the Catholic soldiers in the 
quickest and simplest way, through the agency of those soldiers who are 
also Sodalists. Through this same prudent and simple organization it 
will be possible to obtain a complete record of all the Catholic soldiers in 
the Army. Each of these consultors will be asked to hand in a roll of the 
Catholics in his company, whether Sodalists or not, made up in the same 
way and along the same lines as the company rol! call. These rolls will 
be gathered by the prefect of each regiment and forwarded as soon as 
possible to the headquarters established for this work which will be for 
the present at the headquarters of the newly-formed Catholic Young 
Men’s Association, 1505 Arch St., Philadelphia, Pa. Through these pre- 
fects and consultors the list may be reviewed and verified from time to 
time, and if desired, additional information may be obtained about the 
Catholic soldier, as for instance what are his particular needs in the way 
of religious articles, what special books or magazines they require, and 
what can be done to help them in a religious way, and also in recreational 
and social matters. Then again, through these prefects and consultors, 
the religious articles and supplies intended for the soldiers can be rapidly 
and efficiently distributed, so that in a short while information can come 
to headquarters of the needs of the soldiers and articles may be sent out 
to meet these needs, This work will, of course, be entirely under the 
direction of the Reverend Chaplains, and the prefects and eamsultors will 
be under their guidance. Where possible, Sodality meetings can be held 
from time to time, prayers recited ‘in honor of the Blessed Virgin, and in- 
‘ structions given on the spirit and ideals of the Sodality, Those of the 
Catholic soldiers who show themselves fit and well-disposed may be ad- 
mitted inte the Sodality by the Chaplains, and it would be well to have a 
Sodality canonically erected and affiliated near every camp with the Chap- 
lain as director. Then, when the Army is disbanded, the prefecta and 
consultors can obtain the home addresses of the various soldiers and refer

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“THE REST HOUSE. 


By Isobel C. Clarke—Benziger Bros.. 
New York. Net $1.35. 

As a writer of clean, absorbing 
Catholic fiction, Miss Clarke has, with- 
in “the last few years, taken a fore- 
most place. Her latest book, while 
fully as interesting as her earlier fic- 
tion, marks in my opinion a decided 
advance. And were I asked in what 
that advance was most clearly shown. 
I should reply that tt was in her de- 
lineation of character. Her heroine 
is a winsome, appealing girl, sc 
strongly drawn that one seems to 
know her. There is nothing nebulous 
about Peggy Clarke. In her very 
weakness—the weakness of an inex- 
perienced girl called upon to face the 
hard realities of life—she is strong: 
Seldom does one come upon a more 
lovable heroine. She arouses interest 
to such an extent that what would in 
itself be of little importance evokes 
in her case emotions that are literally | ™ 
thrilling. Anything that concerns! = 
Peggy is of importance to the reader: 
and every sentence of the book, it 
might be said, concerns that gentle but 
strong spirit. Peggy leaves all tc 
find all. In the opening chapter, she 
is sitting in darkness, when Christ 
makes His light to shine upon and ir- 
radiate her soul. And she, sensitive 
timorous, feminine, sees the light and 
follows. As the reader presently dis- 
covers, her path is marked by blood 
and by tears. It is the path of a 
heroine; a path ‘that borders on: 
tragedy. 

Around Peggy clusters a number of 
characters, really well drawn and 
clearly differentiated. The hero of the Offers 
story, thoroughly unconventional, be- 
gins by repelling and ends by winning 
both Peggy and the reader. 

The Rest House may be regarded 
as a character story, as a problem 
novel and as a tale of conversion, In 
all three respects, it scores.
